Representatives from vari- 
ous parts of the Province, ex- 
ecutives of the Moderation 
League of Alberta, met in Cal- 
gary on Saturday morning, Oc- 
tober llth, at the Canadian 
Legion Hall for the purpose of 
considering the action of the 


Prohibition Association of Al-| 
berta in circulating a petition 


with the declared ultimate ob- 
ject of a return to total prohibi- 
tion. 

W. Wallace Howe, of Edmon- 
ton, Secretary of the Modera- 
tion League, reported that the 
prohibition petition is being 
sent out from headquarters to 
different parts of the Prov- 
ince, asking for signatures to 
abolish the retail sale of beer, 


either by the glass or bottle in| 


all beer rooms, whether in ho- 
tels, clubs or canteens. 

Mr. Howe stated that in the 
official organ of the Prohibi- 
tion Party, the objects of the 
petition were clearly set forth, 
and, in his opinion, it seemed 
inconsistent to attack the re- 
tail sale of beer in hotels and 
clubs when the petition especi- 
ally condoned the sale of all 


kinds of liquor in Government |

The executive of the Moder- 
ation League considered that 
the question of beer rooms was 
an important one and this par-

jlocal option clauses, looked up- 
on as the “safety-valve,” 
whereby any district under the 
local option clauses, has the 
right to declare itself “wet” or 
|‘dry” by a vote of the people. 
| From the inception of the Act, 
there has been 58 local option 
plebiscites on the question of 
beer licenses, yet there are 
nearly 380 hotels with licenses 
in Alberta which have been re- 
|newed each year, and only four 
| licenses have been canceled as a 
|result of these votes, and they, 
| due to peculiar local conditions. 
The meeting felt too, that 
| the people of Alberta were pre- 
| pared to stand upon the record 
of the Liquor Control Act since 
|its inception, and the motive 
prompting the circulation of 
the petition was to render the 
Act unworkable, by eliminating 
the sale of beer by glass or bot- 
tle in hotels, clubs and _ can- 
| teens, the ultimate aim being a 
/return to total prohibition.

SUNDAY night suppers can be 


tedious affairs or = f can be 
happy and gay and served without 
uss. The secret, of course, is pre- 
Paring them in advance. 

The oan dd of menus is the one 
that men like the best, as for in- 
stance: 

Toasted Mushroom Sandwiches 

Chicken and Cucumber Salad 
Potato Chips 

Chocolate Cream Cup Cakes 
Coffee 


The mushroom sandwiches are 
made on Saturday afternoon, folded 
in a damp towel and put into the 
electric refrigerator, where they 
keep in perfect condition until 
Sunday evening. The lettuce is 
washed and put into the vegetable 
pan in the refrigerator to crisp. 
"he mayonnaise is made and, with 
the cucumbers and an eight-ounce 
jar of chicken, put into the re- 


frigerator. Cup cakes should be 
made on Saturday morning. 

The filling for the toasted mush- 
room sandwiches: 1 pound mush- 
rooms, 4 tablespoons butter, 3 table- 
spoons flour and % teaspoon salt. 
Pee] the mushrooms, remove stems 
and scrape them. Chop mushrooms 
and stems fine, melt butter in fry- 
ing pan and add finely chopped 
mushrooms. Saute slowly until 
mus! ms are golden brown. 
Then dredge with flour and salt, 
stir flour rapidly into mushrooms 
and cook until mixture thickens. 
Cool and use as sandwich spread. 
It will keep satisfactorily for two 
weeks or more in the electric re- 
frigerator if not all used for the 
Sunday evening supper. Other 
menus are as easily arranged. 

This plan leaves for the late 
Sunday afternoon only the combin- 
ing of the chicken and cucumber 
salad. The sandwiches may be 
toasted on a grill at the table and 
the coffee made in the percolator.
